only a few weeks ago, after an earth ­ 
quake had practically razed the com­ 
munity. 
Large cracks appeared in 
the ground, and survivors 
reported 
that subterranean rum blings were ac­ 
companied by smoke and flames from 
the hills. 


Denounces Increasing 
Use of the Radio as

The increasing use of radio as an ad­ 
vertising medium was denounced by 
Elzey Roberta, publisher of the St. 
Louis Star, in an address before the 
American Newspaper Publishers' as 
Hociation. 
Radio listeners, he said, are “dis­ 
gusted with the blatant advertising 
blurbs th a t fill the atm osphere.” 
"The public does not like radio ad ­ 
vertising,” he said. “They like the ex­ 
cellent program s that come with ra­ 
dio advertising, but they w ant these 
program s undiluted with com mercial 
m essages that are ram m ed down their 
throats with monotonous regularity. 
"If radio advertising continues to 
grow in quantity and annoyance it is 
not unreasonable to suppose that a 
dem and m ay be created to seek com ­ 
mercialization 
of the 
radio in 
the 
United States and put it on th** basis 
of broadcasting in England, where 
there is a tax of about $2 each on ra­ 
dio receivers which supplies a suffi­ 
cient fund to provide ample entertain­ 
m ent of a high standard, including 
grand opera.”

“news which newspapers pay them to 
collect and which is usually broadcast 
before the new spapers have a chance 
to print it."

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Get Something for Brainerd 


Now with the legislature resuming sessions, the feeling 
grows in Brainerd that the county’s representation should do 
something to secure a state activity for Brainerd. 
Brainerd has nothing representative of the state except a 
district department of the State Highway. Other towns are latter 
outfitted. For instance, Bemidji has a normal. St. Cloud, has a 
normal, reformatory, etc. Fergus Falls is crowded thick with state 
institutions. So are Red Wing, Stillwater, Duluth, St. Caul, Min­ 
neapolis, Crookston, about every town of the size and importance 
of Brainerd. 
The idea of Brainerd being in the center of the state, its ac­ 
cessibility, its wonderful climate, its highways, its lakes, does 
not seem to have been sold to the legislature. 
The Cuyuna iron range is a valuable adjunct in the iron ore 
business. It would he a good idea to have an experimental plant 
of some sort there working in conjunction with the I iiiversity of 
Minnesota examination of manganiferous as well as lower grade 
ores. 
With Brainerd acknowledged as a center in tourist trade, the 
Ten Thousand Lakes-G irater Minnesota association could estab­ 
lish some kind of an institution or plant in the city furthering the 
tourist business of the state as a whole. 
Extensions are necessary at times to various state institu­ 
tions. Let an extension of some kind he built in Brainerd. 
Fish and game are great resources of the Brainerd Lake Re­ 
gion. Let the State (lame and Fish Commission have an institu­ 
tion of some kind in Brainerd. 
The State Historical society combs the state for relics of all 
kinds.

Railways Attic Oulu Fair Flan 


“A ll the railways ask, when they demand that their coni 
petitors shall be treated as they are treated, is fair play,” aaic 
Samuel 0. Dunn, editor of tin* Railway Age, in an address before 
the Traffic club of Kansas City. He referred to the program o 
state and federal legislation regarding other means of transpor 
tation. 
“Water carriers in the northern part of the country (Iiaeon 
tinue service in the winter time,” said Mr. Dunn. “Carriers by 
highway arc not required to maintain their service when weather 
and other operating conditions arc1 not favorable and profitable 
traffic is not available. Does the public want to give the railway 
freedom to open and close their lines and discontinue and renew 
their service, according to whether operating and traffic condi 
lions are or are not favorable? The very question is absurd. 
“The public unquestionably intends to continue to domain 
adequate and satisfactory service from the railways regardless 
of changes in operating and traffic conditions from season to sea­ 
son and year to year. This being the casts it is obviously and oui 
rageously unfair for the public to subsidize competing means o 
transportation, and allow them to enter the field and take traffic 
from the railways when operating and traffic conditions are fa­ 
vorable, and then withdraw their service as soon as traffic and 
operating conditions do not suit them. Vet that is what is being 
done. 
. . 
“To treat the railways as other carriers are treated would 
involve abolishing practically all regulation ot railway rates, and 
allowing the railways to meet competition by freely making lowei 
rates for longer than for shorter hauls, and to discriminate as 
they might see fit between different commodities, shippers and 
communities. The only practicable way to give the railways equal­ 
ity of opportunity with their competitors is to begin regulating 
the rates of their competitors as the rates of the railways art' 
regulated. 
“Waterways are improved and maintained at public expense 
and, with the exception of Panama canal tolls, carriers upon them 
are charged nothing for their use. Buses and trucks operating 
upon highways are usually charged much less than their use of’

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Get Something for Brainerd 


N ow with the legislature resum ing sessions, the feeling 
grows iii Brainerd that the county’s representation should do 
som ething to secure a state activity for Brainerd. 
Brainerd has nothing representative of the state except a 
district department of the State H ighway. Other tow ns are better 
outfitted. For instance, Bem idji has a normal. St. Cloud, has a 
normal, reform atory, etc. Fergus Falls is crowded thick with state 
institutions. So are Red W ing, Stillwater, Duluth, St. Paul, Min­ 
neapolis, Crookston, about every town of the size and importance 
of Brainerd. 
The idea of Brainerd being in the center of the state, its ac­ 
cessibility, its wonderful climate, its highw ays, its lakes, does 
not seem to have been sold to the legislature. 
The Cuyuna iron range is a valuable adjunct in the iron ore 
business. It would be a good idea to have an experim ental plant 
of some sort there working in conjunction with the U niversity of 
M innesota exam ination of m anganiferous as well as lower grade 
ores. 
With Brainerd acknowledged as a center in tourist trade, the 
Ten Thousand Lakes-Greater M innesota association could estab­ 
lish some kind of an institution or plant in the city furthering the 
tourist business of the state as a whole. 
Extensions are necessary at tim es to various state institu­ 
tions. Let an extension of some kind be built in Brainerd. 
Pish and game are great resources of the Brainerd Lake Re­ 
gion. Let the State Game and Fish Commission have an institu­ 
tion of some kind in Brainerd. 
The State H istorical society combs the state for relics of all 
kinds. Let the society have a branchjnuseum in Brainerd, where 
specim ens of the district may be housed in a suitable building. 
Give it prominence and the state will find every tourist in the 
state anxious to add to the collection if only the name of the donor 
be preserved in the records. In other words, let’s have a museum 
right in the district where the articles are found. 
The U niversity of M innesota m ight consider the plan of hav­ 
ing a preparatory school of some kind set in the center of the 
state wTfiere prospective students may be given a tryout to see 
what their natural bent for a vocation is, whether it would be 
worthwhile for parents to send them to the university. 
As the center of the state, that geographical point should be 
capitalized for all it is worth and representation secured from 
the state for various kinds of extension work. Interim com m is­ 
sions of the legislature should meet at Brainerd. 
It would be a good idea for the Rotarians, Lions, Chamber 
of Commerce, Parent-Teachers Council and every other inter­ 
ested organization to make up a list of state activities they be­ 
lieve should be located at Brainerd. Send your findings to the 
Brainerd Dispatch and they will be given due publicity und trans­ 
mitted to the Crow W ing county legislators now at the state 
capitol.

Rail wa gs Ask Oulu Bair Blan 


“ A l l the railways ask, when they demand that their com­ 
petitors shall he treated as they are treated, is fair play,” said 
Samuel O. Dunn, editor of the Railway Age, in an address before 
the Traffic club of K ansas City. He referred to the program of 
state and federal legislation regarding other m eans of transpor­ 
tation. 
“W ater carriers in the northern part of the country discon­ 
tinue service in the winter tim e,” said Mr. Dunn. “Carriers by 
highway are not required to m aintain their service when weather 
and other operating conditions are not favorable and profitable 
traffic is not available. Does the public w ant to give the railw ays 
freedom to open and close their lines and discontinue and renew 
their service, according to whether operating and traffic condi­ 
tions are or are not favorable? The very question is absurd. 
“The public unquestionably intends to continue to demand 
adequate and satisfactory service from the railw ays regardless 
of changes in operating and traffic conditions from season to sea­ 
son and year to year. This being the case, it is obviously and out­ 
rageously unfair for the public to subsidize com peting means of 
transportation, and allow them to enter the field and take traffic 
from the railw ays when operating and traffic conditions arc fa­ 
vorable, and then withdraw their service as soon as traffic and 
operating conditions do not suit them. Y et that is what is being 
done. 
“To treat the railw ays as other carriers are treated would 
involve abolishing practically all regulation of railway rates, and 
allow ing the railways to meet competition by freely m aking lower 
rates for longer than for shorter hauls, and to discrim inate as 
they m ight see fit between different com m odities, shippers and 
communities. The only practicable way to give the railw ays equal­ 
ity of opportunity with their com petitors is to begin regulating 
the rates of their com petitors as tile rates of the railw ays art1 
regulated. 
“W aterways are improved and m aintained at public expense 
and, w ith the exception of Panama canal tolls, carriers upon them 
are charged nothing for their use. Buses aud trucks operating 
upon highw ays are usually charged much less than their use of
